coi^fe  •  and  where  there  aie  nmny  prieats  or  deacons,  there,

It  (lid  not  Htriku  any  ono  that  thoro  wh«  much 
amhi^ruity  aH   to   thoir  uieanin^',   whaUivor  difticulty  thm'e 
might  h«  in  thoir  appliaitioi^,  until,  in  a  judgmont  foiuuhtd, 
acconling  to  the  I^)rd  (.'hit'f  Baron  of  England,  "  not  upon 
law   hut   upon  policy,"  and  given  to  phsaso  a  peiwiciiting 
society  of  PiotrstantH,  a  Lord  Ohaneollor  of  England  told  a 
wondoring    worhl   that    tlio   phrase    "to   Ih)    retaine<l    and 
to   ho    in    UHo,"    mmiw     '*not    to    ho    retained   or   to   \m 
HHod."     He  invoked  the  force  t)f  a  rOguhitiou  of  "  tlu*  HtJir 
Ohamher "  to   prevent   other  memhern   of  hin  Couil;   from 
■  CNpreHsing  their  diHHent  from  his  strikingly  original  inter- 
pretation.    That  judgment  Imving  hoen  tivated  with  the 
contempt  which  it  deserved,  there  can  he  no  douht  uhout 
the  luw— certainly  not  in  countries  like  this,  where  Privy 
Council  "judgments"  pronounced  hy  Lord  Chancelloi-s  have 
no  force,  but  where  the  law  of  tht?   Prayer   Book   is    un- 
changed. _ 

The  law  of  the  Prayer  Book  then  being  plain,  what  has 
been   the   practice?    Owing,  partly  tp  Puritan  prejudice, 
ignorance,  and  violence,  and  partly  to  sloth  and  unfaithful- 
ness, on  the  part  of  the  authorities,  wliile  hardly  one  in  a. 
hundred  of  the  clergy  has  kept  the  Church  of  England's  law 
as  to  the  /requenoij  of  celebration,  not  one  at  all  until  recent 
years  has  kept  her  laws  as  to  the  inmfe  of  its  ministration.  ' 
But  the  law  has  not  been  rej^aM  by  disuse,  and  thirty 
years  ago,  the  late  Bishop  of  Exeter  declared,  that  if  any  = 
congregation  would  provide  the  legal  vestments  for  the  Holy 
Communion,  lie  would  require  the  Clergyman  to  wear  them.

Thiw,  liow«'v»'i-,  is  a  statu  of  things  whirli  rail- 

not  go  on.      jV'ophMii'^tinitivHy  fr.'l  that  it  will   not  «h)  to, 

ininiHli  the  cl«rgy  for  olM^ying  law  ;  and  when  H<MiHi)il<>  nuMi 

among  thmn  <ihow  that  th«y  ai^  willing  to  suffer  rathrr  tliau 

iliKohey,  it  ooniixjlK  pt'oph'  toahk  tlu^  rcunon  of  Hirir  coniltuit, 

niul  lemlH  tlnhn  to  think  that  tho  Church  tnunt  after  all  have 

Home  weighty  reaHon  for  maintaining  such  a  law,  in  the  fare 

of  oenturies  of  opposition.     HJie  has  most  weighty  an<l  moHt 

vitafly  iuiportant  reaHoUH.for  this  line,  which,  in  inuch  more 

trying  times  than  these,  she  has  most  persiHtently  inaiiitaineU  ; 

hut  I  have  neither  space  nor  time  to  state  them  hero. 

Now  heing  mo^t  deeply  convinced,  that  the  mind  and 
laws  of  the  Prayer  Book  of  tin »  (liurcli  of  England  ar(^  what 
I  have  endtfavoured  to  explain,  I  have  for  years  past  set  it 
before  jnp  as  my  one  principle  of  action,  to  attempt,  us  far 
as  my  smalUufluence  extends,  to  bring  her  laws  and  piactice 
within  my  own  wplune  into  such  agret^ment  as  is  possible. 
Custom  or  usage,  tlwjic-fore,  which  in  not  consisUmt  with  her 
laws,  has  very  little  weight  in  my  mind  ;  and  I  have  little 
respect  or  deference  for  antliority  which  is  directed  agaiiuHt 
her  specific  enactment'*,  or  restrictive  of  her  plain  libertieK. 
Where  there  is  ditKculty  of  interjnetation,  I  shoiild  be  all 
submission  to  my  superiors  ;  but  all  the  Ili.shoi)8  on  the 
Bench,  supported  by  all  the  Judges  in  the  land,  eouhr  not 
make  me  believe,  that  the  affirmation  of  th(!  CJiurcb  means 
the  negative  of  the  Lor«l  Chancellor.  I  confess  myself 
intellectually  incapabh'  of  belifivinf/,  that  "  to  be  retahied  an<l 
to  be  in  use,"  means  iiof  to  be  r«'tained  or  to  ho  used  ;  and  he 
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who  wuul.l  lorn.  ni«  to  .lo  mo  will  M.  Hint)  to  moot  with 
imiMtMiiw,  Im'  \u>  who  h4>  limy.

During   all    thia    Ume    there    Waa   no  concealment ;    the 
iini)ortance of  obedience  to  the  Saviour'a  will  in  this'  jmr- 
licular  h«H  been  couHtantly  urged.     The  fact  of  ita  being  the 
only  Hervice  of  Divine  apiK)iiitment  haa  been. always  pressed  • 
Mud  my  own  pei-«on.tl  abhorrence  of  the  shocking  unreality 
of  commencing  the  Communion  Office  without  any  intention 
of  completing  it,  although  there  were  many  ready  to  com- 
jiiunicate,  luia  not  lieen  lacking  in  force  and  clearness.     Of 
course,  in  all  thia  1  waa  said  to  be  "  ill-judged,  rash,  wanting  . 
in diHcit^tion."     My  cautious  friends,  who  were  averse  to 
this  great  sin  of  change,  wo.dd  therefoi-e,  I  suppose,  have 
^J>een   wilhng  to  have  gone  on  with  an  annual   retUm  of 
tourteeu  celebrations  a  year,  ami  a  total  of  six  hundred  or 
seven  hundred  communions,  as  it  was  in  those  days  when 
people  :5^'ere  liot  troubled  with  change.

.  Bervice,  utid'with  no  iu>te  of  muHie,  no  reverenP  eerenioniid

Although  flv«^  hirgt!  churcht'H  now  Htuml  wirtiin  tho  (li8- 
trict  onco  oconpieil  hy  otii-H  lUono,  in  tlio  duvH   whoii  our 
ConnnuntOUH  wer«  infiwiuont  in  nunihor,  ami  all  our  Hcr- 
viA5«M  <lull  in  the  ukmIo  of  thoii-  cch^hration,  w«  y«'t  rwtuiu  a 
Htiontj   hohl   upon   our   worHliipin^rH,  ."HiMwially  tho  young. 
Our  fun<lH    am  larger,  our  coniniunii^antH.  ininuMmely  morn 
uuniorouH,  our  congregationH  good  ;  »o  VKiit  «jxc«i»ting  HiKwial 
occaHiouH,  Buch  aM  our  rf-o|MM»ing  Kornion  hy  the  late  BiHhop 
WhitehouHO,  or  a  niisHionary  Htninon  l»y  the  hite  IJiHhop  S«l- 
wyn,  our  congrt'gatiotiH  on   FjiHter  UiHt  wmo  probably  tho 
largest  ever  giithered  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity. 
I  am  quite  Hware  of  tho  self-conceit  of  the  avowal  ;  but- 
looking  at  the  practical  qoiiHequences  of  my  owlj  tendency 
to  change  bad   ways  for  those  which  are  goodj  and  which 
are  also  according,  not  to  sinful  or  stupid  customs,  but,  to 
the  laws  of  the  Church  of  England— I  am  perfectly  satisjied 
with  the  results  of  my  '•'injudiciousness,"  beaiuse  convinced 
in  my  heart  and  conscience  that  they  tend  much  iSore  to 
the  glory  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  and  to  the  spiritunl  wel- 
fare of  our  i)eople's  souls,  than   those  which  would  have 
flowed  from  following  tlie  desires  of  those  Mrho  are  so  sorely 
troubled  by  the  thought  of  change. 

I  have  now  entered  into  my  seventh  decade,  the  three 
^acore  yeara  and  ten  whichyU*  tlie  limit  of  human  life.     It

Am 
fui'  liM  I  can  h^ain,  all  tluM  MtxunH,  ONtoiiHihIy,  to  havit  ){i-owii 
out  of  Honi<^   fhan^MH,    Ho   intinitUMtuially    Htnall,    as   to  ini 
wholly  unworthy  of  notict*,  chiof,  forhaim,  of  whicli,  I»  » 
nioht  nMiHonahIo  r(M|U(>st  for  the  H)u>i'toning  of  our  nu)rning 
Hvrvico,  hy  Home  iinarrangomtnit  of  it.     If  I  cannot  nqw  Im; 
truMtud  with  niattci-H  of  this  kind,  I  numt  (uthnr  hi*  cxtrcnuOy 
unfit  for  my  ortiee,  or  my  |>ariHhiontMH,  who  hav«»  ho  lonj; 
treated  mo  with  houndlvHH  kindncHH,  inuHt  have  hccn  Hingu-' 
larly  long  in  diHcovoring  my  dcficiencicH.      In  the  coiirHc  of 
nature,  I  cannot  expect  (o  he  long  Iu'vCk;  and  my  "often 
infirmitieH  "  make  the  prohability  of  a  luief  tenure  of  niy 
present  office  greater  than  might  otlu^rwiHO  he  the  cjwe.      I 
hIuiH  Hoon  therefore  have  to  give  an  accoiint  of  niy  -Htewanl-

I  shall  ther«^h',  in 
presence  of  this  solemn  certainty,  assume  whatever  res|H>n- 
sibility-  may   be   involvt-d    in   makmg  any  uiore  of .  tlies<5 
dreaded  changes,  and  shall  accept  any  consequences  wliieh 
may  arise.      I  have  not  much  to  hope,  or  much  to  fear,  as 
long  as  I  try  to  approve  myself  to  Him  whom,  I  may  veui 
ture  to  say,  I  desire  to  serve.     But  let  therio  be  no, mistake  ; 
}eh  ftv«ry  one  clearly  and  distinctly  understand.  tliAt  I  shall 
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not  wiUily  oil  th«'  oiMi  ptniuniilw  whioli  liiw  horotofom  Kulrlwl 
mi^^tlH*  «l«»Iim'iiition  of  wvury  mfrvic^  whirli  ill  wiy  w»y 
liit«rf«r«w  with  tlio  owr.  uhkat  hrhvhk  api'ointi:!*  iiv  mv 
DiviNK  MAMTr.K,  hihI  th«  exilUtioii  of  tlmt  ovor  tmn-y 
other,  ill  iiroonlmnH*  with  th«  li»w  of  \)u)  Clumh  of  KiiKlnnd.

iiiHtant  olHHlicna\  although  they  warrant  and  jiiatify  us  in 
(M)mplying  with  them  when  circuinatancea  call  up^Jili  ua  to

ProoeHHional  hannoi-a  and  croasea,  the  Biahop'H  paMtoral 
Htaff,  coloured  atolca,  lighta,  veHtmenta,  altar  crosaea  and 
hanginga,  are  all  lawful  hy  **  the  Ornamenta  Rubric  ;"  but 
tiiey  (by  i-eaaon  of  long  diHuae)  are  not  conaidered  of  obli- 
gation, unlesH,  aa  tliQ  late  Bishop  of  Exeter  aaid,  they  Hhould

Then'  an*  varir^ 
oiiH  ))ernonH,  hpth  in  the  Congi-t-gation  an<I  in  tlm  Choir,  y/tuW 
adopt  certain  devotional  ohMervaiff|M,  Niich  aa  UHiiig  the  aign 
of  the  UfOHH,  lowing  towardH  the^Hir,  turning  tdBKt^  Kaat, 
etc.  Othei-H,  ohjecting  to  thia,  (piietiy  lequeat  nie  to  exer- 
eiae  my  authority  in  Htoppiiig  hiich  pmcticea ;  but  they  never 
point  out  the  inw  of  the  ('hiircli  of  England  wliich  wouhl — 
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justify  mt  In  •u«h  »»n  «>i«rtUm  of  Authority.    To  uny  on* 
nho  rttfltwU,  it  woul.1  npi-^r  .tmiiK*,  Uml  "I*"  wli..
